Words, W it & Wisdom

Do you know the difference between 
a 
lap dissolve and a hot kine? Between a dry 
run and a credit crawl? A bridge and 
a 
ba lop? Well, if you have any designs on a 
career in television, these are only a few of 
the words and phrases you’ll have to m as­ 
ter if you w ant to know w hat your fellow 
workers are talking about. 
For television, like every other trade and 
industry, has already developed its own 
special jargon made up of words 
known 
and used chiefly by w orkers in the field. 
So extensive is this “private language” of 
TV7 that the staff mem bers of the Leo Bur­ 
nett advertising agency were able to round 
up more than 200 words and phrases for 
their “Glossary of TV Term s” 
which has 
just come to our attention. 
“Lap dissolve” is a term which am ateur 
m ovie-m akers will recognize, since it came 
to TV from motion picture jargon. It is a 
method of switching from one scene 
to 
another by a relatively rapid overlap of 
one picture over another. The same result 
is achieved in more leisurely fashion 
by 
tile “fade,” w'hich allows the screen to go 
completely black for 
a 
moment 
before 
switching to the new pcture. 
“Hot 
kine” 
(pronounced 
K IN -nee), 
howrever, is purely a TV term . 
While 
a 
program is on the air, a film record 
is 
m ade for future “playbacks” or “repeats.” 
This is called a “kinescope’ and in some 
benighted areas of the country 
not 
yet 
reached by the coaxial cable, “kines’ 
of 
program s originally 
telecast 
m onths 
or 
even years ago are still the m ain staple of 
television fare. A “hot kine,” however, is

Arthritis Can Be Helped By 


X-ray, Cortisone and ACTH

W ASHINGTON—The Senate m ay 
vote 
to censure Senator M cCarthy, but it cannot 
possibly rub out the millions of voters 
in 
his following. This presents 
a 
political 
problem for the Republican party in 1958 
and may cost ot control 
of 
the 
White 
House, as well as Congress, next tim e un­ 
less the wounds in the party are healed. 
For the facts are that Clifford Case, who 
m ade an issue of M cCarthy in New Jersey, 
now' appears to have been elected senator 
by a p lu ra lly of less than 4.000 votes. He 
failed to win a m ajority of the votes cast 
in last w eek’s election. A pproxim ately 26,- 
000 votes were cast for 
two 
independent 
candidates sym pathetic to M cCarthy 
ana, 
if these votes had been sw'ung to the Dem ­ 
ocratic nominee, he would have won over­ 
whelm ingly That's not a healthy situation 
for the Republicans to 
contem plate 
lot 
1956. 
In New York state Senator Ives, Repub­ 
lican, lost the 
governorship 
to 
A v e rd i 
H arrim an by less than 15,000 
votes 
but 
there are reliable estim ates 
that 
som e­ 
w here between 200,000 and 300,000 Republi­ 
cans deliberately refused to go to the polls 
on account of Ives' stand on the M cCarthy 
censure issue. 
IVES W AS VICTIM 
These estimates come from 
Republican 
otficials in New York state who are in a 
position to know' w’hat happened w hen the 
registration totals are com pared w’ith the 
actual vote. 
Also, Ives two years ago got m ore than 
1,300,000 Republican m ajority, which was 
m ore than President Eisenhower received. 
T here is no evidence that in the last two 
years he has lost his personal 
popularity. 
H ence political observers from New York 
are w riting in to say th at Ives 
was 
the 
victim of the M cCarthy controversy. In the 
iast three weeks of his campaign, it is esti­ 
m ated that 250,000 post cards were sent to 
Ives by New York state voters saying that 
lie wmuld not receive the votes of the send­ 
er of the post card unless he declared him ­ 
self as favorable to M cCarthy. 
R eports are coming in from Iowa 
that 
Senator 
Gillette, 
Democrat, 
who 
once 
headed the Senate subcom m ittee on privil­ 
eges and elections which initiated the 
in­ 
vestigation of Senator M cCarthy, was hurt 
politically in the last few days of the cam ­ 
paign by an open letter from the W iscon­ 
sin senator. One charge m ade by the Wis­ 
consin senator was that the subcom m ittee * 
w hen Mr, Gillette was chairm an, had ask- j 
ed the postm aster in W ashington to place 
upon the mail to Senator M cCarthy and his 
w ife w hat is known as a “mail cover”—a 
form of surveillance of personal mail used, 
it is sad, under existing law 
only 
when 
fugitives from justice are involved. 
A REVERSE TW IST 
A reverse tw ist to the M cCarthy 
issue 
occurred in Illinois, w here anti-M cCarthy 
Republicans voted for 
Senator 
Douglas, 
Dem ocrat, rather than for Joseph 
Meek, 
the 
Republican 
nominee. 
Charges 
are 
heard that the Illinois Citizens for Eisen­ 
how er didn’t go all out 
for 
Mr. 
Meek 
Among anti-M cC arthyites much was made 
of M eek’s sym pathetic attitude for M cCar­ 
thy. When President 
Eisenhower 
visited 
the 
Illinois State Fair during the 
cam ­ 
paign, he did not invite Meek to sit on the 
platform with him nor let him ride with 
nim in the parade. This was interpreted by 
m any anti-M cC arthy voters as a sign that 
the President w anted to rem ain aloof from 
a candidate who w as prom inently 
allied 
with the Wisconsin senator. 
Reports also are coming in that Senatoi 
Ferguson, defeated in Michigan, was hurt 
in some respects by the M cCarthy 
issue 
because of the stay-at-hom e vote. This war 
a sort of protest against both nominees. 
The fact rem ains that the M cCarthy is­ 
sue cut deeply into the Republican chance 
of winning the Senate. Despite the plain 
im plications of the controversy, some oi 
the same people who have been handling 
the W hite House all along to become anti- 
M cCarthy are now' denouncing 
“peaceful 
co-existence” inside the Republican party 
and insisting that the President tight it out 
within the party on a knockdow n-drag-out 
basis. Many ot those who are givmg 
tile 
W hite House that advice are themselves 
m ore in sympathy with Trum an 
policies 
oi Hie past than w ith tile Republican party. 
The censure controversy will leave deep 
wounds. The roll-call vote of each senator 
will be rem em bered. The controversy will 
c a n y over into the next session with m ore 
and m ore battling 
between 
Republicans. 
Senator Flanders, Republican, started the 
censure movement. He can wistfully 
su r­ 
vey the wreckage of the 1954 election and 
probably, ii there are no m easures applied 
by th e leaders of the Republican party to 
bring Harmony in that party in 1956, 
he 
will see a sequel then to the disunity 
1954.

easy to answ er; There teem s little evidence 
that lack of vitam in C in the diet has much, 
if anything, to do w ith most forms of spin­ 
al arthritis. With respect to the question 
on cure, although I get tired of saying so 
continuously, the answ er depends on the 
kind of arthritis, its extent, the age of the 
victim and other factors. 
Mrs. G.’s letter raises some other points 
about arthritis of the spine which may be 
discussed. There are several 
kinds: 
The 
cause of some, such as tuberculosis 
arth ­ 
ritis, is know'll and that of others is 
not. 
M any fomris of arthritis of the spine may 
be rather far advanced before they produce 
any pain or other symptoms, and 
some­ 
times it is actually discovered accidentally 
when an X -ray of the spine is made 
for 
tom e other reason. 
ONE OF THE common forms of 
spinal 
arthritis, particularly in elderly people and 
those who are overw eight, is a sort of bony 
degeneration which is not accompanied by 
true inflam m ation of the joints between 
the vertebrae of the spine. As a 
general 
rule this dries not cause much trouble, and 
ainee com paratively little can be done for it 
anyway, it should lie considered as a sign 
e. advancing years and as an ailm ent ra th ­ 
e r than as any serious disease.

IF SYMPTOMS from this form of arth ri­ 
tis do develop, there is no way of truly re­ 
storing the joints to norm al. The treatm ent 
must, therefore, be aim ed at relieving the 
sym ptom s of pain and stiffness insofar as 
that is possible. A back brace can be help­ 
ful. T he use of a stiff m attress or a board 
under the m attress is also commonly rec­ 
ommended. Sometimes heat, massage, 
or 
other m easures of physical therapy bring 
about considerable

One kind of spinal arthritis is most com­ 
mon in young men. No one knows why this 
should be the case and it is still debated 
among medical men as to w hether this dis­

disease. 
THIS FORM OF spinal arthritis is par­ 
ticularly distressing. It causes a good dea1 
of pain and stiffness. Unless properly tre a t­ 
ed, it tends to cause the body to be ben* 
forw ard and also interferes with 
proper 
expansion of the chest. After many 
years, 
it usually results in a com plete stiffening 
of the spine-- -called poker spine—and w het* 
this occurs, the pain disappears. 
What is the best treatm ent is '-till 
u n ­ 
certain, although some have reported good 
ret ult? wdth X-ray treatm ents. A few 
pa­ 
tients have been treated with cortisone oi 
ACTH with fairly good results.

lights again the fact that the State D epart­ 
ment “cleanup” is still going on. 
As a m atter of fact it will never be end­ 
ed. No State D epartm ent employe can have 
any assurance that he has been 
investi­ 
gated and cleared for die last time. 
In the case of John Davies, he was 
in­ 
vestigated and cleared eight 
times. 
The 
ninth tim e they fired him —not 
for 
dis­ 
loyalty—but for “ lack of judgm ent discre­ 
tion and reliability.” That is the 
pattern 
for the future. 
As of Oct. 31, says Scott 
W. 
McLeod, 
State D epartm ent’s A dm inistrator of 
Se­ 
curity, 90 per cent of its employes had been 
investigated or reinvestigated for security 
clearance under 
President 
Eisenhower's 
program of April, 1953. On the 
basis 
of 
10,600 employes now' in the 
departm ent, 
that would mean 1060 were still under in ­ 
vestigation. 
rn 
• 
• 
THIS DOES NOT NECESSARILY mean 
that these 1060 may be presumed 
to 
be 
security risks, Mr. McLeod explains. Many 
new’ employes of the D epartm ent are given 
120-day tem porary clearances when 
they 
are hired, pending investigation. They are 
considered trainees. They are 
not 
gi\en 
sensitive positions nor sent overseas 
until 
they h a \e final clearance. 
By Jan. I, Mr. McLeod believes that all 
of the old employes of the State 
D epart­ 
m ent will have been screened once. 
The 
team 
of 
Civil 
Service 
investigators, 
brought in to speed up this re-exam ination 
of old files under the Eisenhower security 
program, was sent back on Aug. I. 
Since 
then, State D epartm ent 
exam iners 
have 
been handling all their own cases. 
But even after Jan. I, the State D epart­ 
m ent will not be able to consider itself as 
cleaned up. There will always be a back­ 
log of about 5 per cent of its 
personnel - 
about 500 cases—under security investiga­ 
tion, Mr. McLeod believes. 
• 
* 
• 
THE NUMBER MAY GET UP to 7 per 
cent sometimes and down to 3 lier cent at 
others, he says. As of some particular eve­ 
ning, the departm ent may be IOO per cent 
cleaned up. But the next m orning 
there 
will be new cases to review. 
Some of these will be 
new 
em ployes 
Others wall be old employes up for prom o­ 
tion or transfer. Every time a State 
De­ 
partm ent employe is reassigned, his secur­ 
ity file m ust be reviewed. Or, 
w henever 
any new' inform ation is received 
on 
any 
employe, his case will be reopened. 
This policy has been criticized as plac­ 
ing government employes under continuous 
jeopardy, making it impossible for 
them 
ever to have any feeling of job 
security.

A n important message to 
the citizens of Escanaba

FEW days ago a group of civic-minded citixens 
got together and formed a committee known as 
the Greater Escanaba Committee. It was formed to take 
positive action on issues affecting the growth and de­ 
velopment of our City. This is th# fifth in a series of 
broadcasts to acquaint you with the work of the Com- 
mitt— in general and with the facts of the power prob­ 
lem in particular. 


The Committee has been greatly encouraged by the 
response of its listeners to its appeal to join forces 
with this movement. W e have already heard from 
many of you who have taken advantage of our offer 
to join the Greater Escanaba Committee. All you have 
to do ie to drop a postcard with your name and ad­ 
dress addressed to Greater Escanaba Committee in 
care of the station to which you are now listening. 


It should bs added that this invitation extends not only 
to residents of the City of Escanaba but to all those 
in the surrounding area because certainly what affects 
the City's economic status will affect the area which 
it serves as w elt 


The most immediate problem facing Escanaba at pre­ 
sent is that of adequate power. In the electrical age 
in which we now live, it is all important to a community 
that it have an adequate re.iable power supply which 
also provides for future expansion. The City of Esca­ 
naba has already been notified by the Upper Michigan 
Power and Light Company that it will be unable to 
continue to supply Escanaba* needs. 


The Power Advisory Committee of the Escanaba City 
Council has subsequently been offered three choices 
to replace this source for power. These three choices 
are: I — public power — surplus or excess power from 
a plant to be built, owned and operated by the Alger- 
Delta Cooperative Electric Association; 2 — municipal 
power — bonding the City to build a power plant; and, 
3 — turning our power problem over to a company 
which has the experience and the resources to deal 
with it successfully. 


Proponents of a municipally operated power system 
point to the fact that the municipal operation has made 
money in the past, and they propose that the City 
construct its own generating plant at a cost of several 
million dollars to be financed by bonds. Construction 
of this plant would meet the immediate electric power 
needs of the City. 


However, even conservative estimates predict that 
power needs can be expected to increase 199% during 
the next 16 years just as the electrical industry as a 
whole has doubled its capacity in less than IO years. 
Escanaba must recognize that any plant built for to­ 
day's needs will be only half sufficient IO years from 
now, and certainly far more important than uncertain 
profits for the City is the necessity for a firm, reliable, 
expandable power supply which will help our City 
to grow and to prosper. 


Labor has a very definite stake in the power supply 
of Escanaba. A few months ago we read in the paper 
that one of our largest manufacturers hoped to expand 
here but is waiting to see what Escanaba is going to 
do about its power supply. This industry needs a great 
deal of power to operate its machines and equipment. 
It will not expand until it has reasonable assurance 
of added power and warned that the community should 
not underestimate its electric needs for the future which 
would increase rapidly. 


The Ebasco report on Michigan's Upper Peninsula for 
the 
Michigan 
Economic 
Development 
Commission 
stated that, and I quote. "The importance of readily 
available electric power . 
. 
. 
as primary aids to econ­ 
omic development cannot be minimized. Lack of sur­ 
plus firm electric power in many districts of the Upper 
Peninsula has been a major deterrent to the greater 


Industrial growth of the districts. One outstanding In­ 
dustrial prospect lost by the Upper Peninsula was a 
manufacturing plant requiring substantial power tor 
electric furnace operations. This prospective industrial 
concern 
would have 
employed about 
400 
work­ 
ers.” 


We kl Escanaba cannot hope to have our present 
manufacturers expand or to attract new industries 
which will open jobs for our labor force without ade­ 
quate power. The working man in Escanaba is not 
concerned with a few dollars in profits for the City 
and minute savings on electric bills when R means 
sacrificing job opportunities. The Greater Escanaba 
Committee finds considerable agreement with this 
opinion. 


Not only that, there is plenty of basis for stressing th# 
value of electric power to the community. Survey after 
survey shows that expansion of needed electric power 
is the number one need for the economic development 
of the Upper Peninsula, and that adequate utility ser­ 
vices are the number one factor considered by an in­ 
dustry looking for a new location. 


Industrial development ie one of the moet Important 
m eans of building the economy of an area. Benefits 
gained from setting up a new industrial enterprise in a 
community reach far beyond the limits of th# com­ 
munity in which it is established. Jobs may even be 
provided for persons in neighboring communities with 
resultant increase in the buying power throughout the 
entire region. It has been conservatively estimated 
that just IOO new industrial jobs will add S300.000 of 
purchasing power yearly to the community and its 
surrounding area. Added employment brings other 
benefits such as enlarged secondary payrolls, a broad­ 
ened tax base, and greater municipal, educational and 
cultural advantages. 


The reputation of labor in Escanaba just as in the rest 
of the Upper Peninsula is deserving of every considera­ 
tion. As workers they are in demand in the Lower 
Peninsula and surrounding states. As public-spirited 
leaders, they have shown many instances of progress­ 
ive sponsorship of programs needed to better their own 
conditions. You will be interested to know that in other 
areas Upper Peninsula workers are noted for their 
excellent productivity. Industrial executives have vol­ 
unteered the information that workers in their plants 
in the Upper Peninsula have IO to 15% greater pro­ 
ductivity than workers in comparable plants in large 
metropolitan areas. 


Many testimonials by managers of industrial plants 
and by business men attest to the fine attitudes of 
workers toward their jobs and their companies. Man­ 
agement generally seem s to feel that Upper Peninsula 
people are steady dependable workers. New workers 
are adaptable to training and instruction, requiring 
about half the time to master a new job as workers 
in other locations. 


Still we find many of our experienced workers and a 
large percentage of our youths being forced to move 
to ether areas in the country to find employment and 
opportunity. Escanaba cannot afford to permit these 
people to slip away. If the community is to grow and 
prosper, we must be able to offer opportunity in local 
industry and business, and, to complete the circle, 
we cannot do this until we can assure industry an 
adequate power supply. It is, therefore, of the utmost 
Importance that the City of Escanaba make the right 
choice when it decides which of the three proposals 
to accept. 


The Greater Escanaba Committee urges you to study 
each proposal carefully, to discuss them with your 
friends and neighbors, to listen to power discussions 
when the proposals come up before the City Council. 
Remember, power is the key to the future of Escanaba.

WASHINGTON—Four full weeks 
of hot weather, shattering tem­ 
perature records of long standing 
in many parts of the eastern Un­ 
ited States, have m ade early au­ 
tum n, 1954, a fuel dealer’s night­ 
m are. 
The period dealt drought to the 
southeast and flood to the Chicago- 
G ary region, where 
two 
early 
October deluges added up to more 
than one-third of the area’s aver­ 
age annual rainfall of 33 inches. 
It dem onstrated 
a m axim 
of 
w eather men that nothing is more 
norm al than a streak of abnormal 
weather. 
Floods, Droughts, Hurricanes 
Other crazy 
w eather 
touches 
have m arked the year 
to date, 
says the National Geographic So­ 
ciety. West 
Texas’ 
foux'-yeai'-old 
drought had 
reduced 
the Rio 
Grande by M arch to “ the world’s 
dustiest 
river,” 
carrying 
one- 
fourth its 30-year average 
flow. 
Heavy rains broke the drought in 
mid-May, and late in June created 
a flood that isolated Laredo and 
forced thousands 
to flee 
their 
homes in the path of the swelling 
Rio Grande. 
June weather flooded the 
Des 
Moines River and produced Lake 
M ichigan’s 10-foot seiche, or “ tidal 
w ave.” The varying wallops pack­ 
ed by Carol, Edna and Hazel were 
normal abnorm alities of the Aug- 
ust-to-November hurricane season. 
The United States Court of ap­ 
peals in St. Louis recognized the 
w eather’s capacity for outwitting 
m ere man when it ruled in Febru­ 
ary that the W eather Bureau can 
not be sued for m aking forecasts 
that prove incorrect. 
The suits 
concerned forecasts of flood stages 
on the Missouri River at Kansas 
City during the 1951 ram page. 
Blizzards, gales. 
and 
floods 
struck central Europe beginning 
with 1954’s first 
week. 
Alpine 
avalanches took 149 lives. Heavy 
Alpine snows featured 
the 
con­ 
tinent’s coldest July 1-15 in many 
decades. The flooding 
Tigris 
in 
M arch drove half a million Iraqi 
to higher ground in the region of 
the Garden of Eden. 
All these conditions 
pale by 
comparison 
w i t h 
dam aging 
drought followed by deluge along 
the lower B rahm aputra River last 
spring. Some 
20,000,000 
people 
w ere m ade hom eless in E ast Pak­ 
istan and 
Assam by 
monsoon 
rains that continued far beyond 40 
days and 40 nights. The League 
of Red Cross Societies 
reported 
m ore calls for flood relief during 
the sum m er than ever before in 


the history. 
Assam vs. Kauai 
N ear Cherrapunji, on the south 
slopes of 
A ssam ’s Khasi 
Hills. 
684 inches of rain were recorded 
in the first nine months of 1954. 
Since the rainiest season is now 
over, this frontier 
will 
hardly 
break the 
world-record 900-inch 
total for one year already credit­ 
ed to it. Averaging more than 400 
inches a y ear, it has a close rival 
in the w estern slopes of H aw aii’s 
Kauai Island.

Tile three arm s of 
governm ent reserve the privilege 
of flying the flag of the 
United 
States on their own buildings ac­ 
cording to their own discretion. 
Presidential Proclamation 
L ast M arch President Eisenhow­ 
er issued a proclam ation estab­ 
lishing protocol for the executive 
agencies and serving as a guide 
for the people of the country. It 
decrees the flag rem ain at half 
staff for 30 days for a president 
or form er president: for IO days 
for a vice president, chief justice, 
retired chief justice, speaker of 
the House; and from the tim e of 
death to 
interm ent in 
certain 
areas for a cabinet m em ber, for­ 
m er vice president, senator, repre­ 
sentative and Suprem e Court as­ 
sociate justice. 
Recently when Justice Robert H. 
Jackson died the Supreme Court 
building unfurled its flag at half 
staff but not 
the Senate 
office 
building several blocks away. Ex­ 
cept in the death of senators and 
representatives, 
Capitol 
officials 
aw ait orders from both the 
vice 
president 
and speaker 
of the 
House before lowering the flag. 
Suprem e Court flags fail to recog­ 
nize the deaths of all congress­ 
men. 
The Capitol's flag 
etiquette is 
distinctive. Old Glory waves over 
the Senate and House wings when 
the chambers are meeting, even 
at night when 
most flags 
are 


by millions o ' 
visitors 
to the 
Smithson’&n Institution here each 
year. It :s one 
of the 
Nation’s 
most valued exhibits. 
The federal government is a big 
Lag purchaser, and until recently 
even manufactured some.

Light Garden For 
Outdoor Night Life

lights and shadows are likely to 
put you in a movieland setting. 
Today's swing to outdoor living 
in the suburbs and country has 
helped to change American living 
habits. 
For one thing homemak­ 
ers spend as much time outdoors 
as possible even in cooler weather. 
The outdoor picnic around a big

P R E A M B L E 


W«, the people of the City of Escanaba, 
Delta County, Michigan, by virtue of the auth- j 
ority of the Constitution of the State of 
M ichigan and Public Act 279 of 1909. do here­ 
by ordain 
and 
establish 
this 
Home 
Rule 
C harter for the City of Escanaba. 


Chapter I 


Name and Boundaries 


Nam e And Boundaries: 


Section I. I. 
The name of this organized 
•tty is 
City of Escanaba. 
It is a body cor­ 
porate and em braces the following described 
territory in the County of Delta. State of 
M ichigan, constituting the present Citv of 
Escanaba, together w ith such territory as m ay 
from tim e to time be attached thereto, and 
less such territory as may I rom tim e to time 
be detached therefrom in accordance with 
law': 
Fractional Section 7 and Fractional Section 
I, Town 38 North. Range 22 West; 
Fractional Section I, Town 38 North, Range 
23 West; 
Fractional Section 31, fractional 
Section 
32. fractional Section 30. fractional Section 
29, fractional Section 19, all of Town 39 North, 
Range 22 West; 
Section 36, Section 25, Section 24, all of 
Town 39 North. Range 23 West; 
South one-half (S H ) of fractional Section 
18. Town 39 North, Range 22 West; 
South one-half (S H ) of Section 13, Town 
39 N orth, Range 23 West; 
All of that part of Section 13 and Section 12, 
Town 39 North, Range 23 West described as 
follows: Beginning at the West one quarter 
(W Vi) corner of Section 13, Town 39 N orth, 
Range 23 West, thence North along the section 
line betw een 
Sections 13 and 14 to the south­

Chapter 2 


Municipal Powers 


Continuation of Powers of Former Charter: 
Section 2.1. 
All powers, privileges and im ­ 
m unities not inconsistent with the provisions 
of this charter possessed by the City of Es­ 
canaba by virtue of its incorporation as such 
and enum erated in the charter of the city 
adopted on August 29. 
1921, including all 
am endm ents thereto in effect on the effective 
date of this charter, are hereby expressly re­ 
tained by the city and shall constitute a part 
of the powers of the city even though not 
expressly enum erated herein. 


General Powers: 


Section 2.2. 
Unless otherw ise provided or 
lim ited in this charter, the city and its officers 
shall possess and be vested with any and all 
powers, privileges and imm unities, expressed 
or implied which cities and their officer* are, 
or hereafter may be, perm itted to exercise 
or to provide for in their charters under the 
C onstitution and statutes of the State of M ich­ 
igan, including all powers, privileges and im ­ 
m unities which cities are, or may be perm itted 
to provide in their charters by Public Act 279 
of 1909, as amended, as fully and com pletely 
as though these powers, privileges and im ­ 
m unities wWe specifically enum erated in and 
provided for in this charter, and in no case 
shall any enum eration of particular powers, 
privileges or im m unities herein be held to be 
exclusive. 
The city and its officers shall have power 
to exercise all m unicipal powers in the m an­ 
agem ent and control of m unicipal property 
and in the adm inistration of the m unicipal 
governm ent, w hether such powers be express­ 
ly enum erated herein or not; to do any act to 
advance the interests of the city, the good 
governm ent and prosperity of the m unicipal­ 
ity and its inhabitants, and through its regu­ 
larly constituted authority, to pass and en­ 
force all laws, ordinances and resolutions re ­ 
lating to its m unicipal concerns, subject to 
the provisions of 
the 
Constitution, 
statute 
and this charter. 


Further Definition of Power*: 


Section 2.3. 
In addition to .the powers pos- 
eessed by the city under the Constitution and 
statutes, and those set forth throughout this 
charter, the city shall have power w ith respect 
to and may, by ordinance and other law ful 
acts of its officers, provide for the following,

Chapter 13
